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MAKE ONE OR MORE REQUESTS FOR 
DATA FROM A PROCESSING NODE TO MAIN MEMORY 
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TRACK DATA THAT IS PROVIDED FROM THE MAIN MEMORY 

TO THE PROCESSING NODE BEFORE ALL 
INVALIDATION OPERATIONS FOR THE DATA ARE COMPLETE 
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TRACK THE COMPLETION OF 
THE INVAUDATION OPERATIONS 
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WITHIN THE PROCESSING NODE, WHEN UPDATED DATA IS 
STORED TO SHARED CACHE BY A PROCESSOR FOR WHICH 
AN INVALIDATION OPERATION REMAINS INCOMPLETE, MAKE 
A CONFLICT RECORD TO TRACK ALL INVALIDATION OPERATIONS 
THAT HAVE NOT YET BEEN COMPLETED FOR PREDETERMINED 
PROCESSORS OF THE NODE 
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PROHIBIT DATA THAT IS ASSOCIATED WITH A CONFUCT 
RECORD FROM BEING TRANSFERRED FROM THE 
PROCESSING NODE TO MAIN MEMORY UNTIL ALL INVAUDATION 
OPERATIONS THAT ARE TRACKED BY THE 
CONFLICT RECORD HAVE BEEN COMPLETED
